Xobody is at fault for the old theory 
of tariff making has prevailed, name- 
ly that an individual senator must 
look out for the interests of his state. 
His opponent, actual or potential, 
can make a campaign on what a sen- 
ator votes for or against. Nothing i: 
more political than a tariff bill—at 
least, nothing is more individually 
political. .Under the circumstance; 
if a tariff law were /to, be made by a 
fact finding commission to 
which 


congress delegated power to act, then 
nobody would be able to accuse a 
senator for failing to do his duty. 
There is no likelihood, however, that 
any such delegation of power is in 
prospect. 


With nearly four thousand items in 


the present bill, the fact that the sen- 
ate got through In six months is a 
miracle. The house averaged about 
two seconds per item judging by the 
Ijrief debate there. The raising of a 
duty means an increase in cost of 
production and affects profits or earn- 
ings which are important because of 
the issuance of securities to the pub- 
lic based thereon. Sometimes the in- 
f 20.S& in duties means an assurance 
of a wider market and profits in 
stead of losses. 


HOOVER PLAN FAILS 


Originally it was Mr. Hoover's 


idea that tariff revision should be ap- 
plied to the latter class and efforts 
wcro made to find out the Income tax 
returns of corporations affected. This 
procedure tapered off, however, and 
•tariff benefits were by no means lim- 
ited to corporations that 
actually 


.needed it. 


As a consequence the new measure

Now comes the crucial test for the 


only man to whom the tariff is neces- 
sarily a national issue—President 
I roover.

The 
compromising that will have to be re- 
ported to in order to make progress 
will come -first from the conference 
committee but the deadlocks will have 
to be broken by the president unless 
ho wants the tariff on his hands all 
summer. The new law will be known

Ottawa—OP)—Premier ~W. L. Mack 


enzie King announced in the'1 house 
of commons yesterday that Canada 
is negotiating with the United States 
for a treaty to suppress smuggling. 


He said the object of the treaty 


was not only to stop liquor traffic 
but was designed to prevent smug- 
bling of all kinds of merchandise 
both ways across the border. 


The announcement was made in 


the course of the 
debate on the 


amendment to the export till in- 
troduced by Mr. King for the pur- 
pose of denying customs clearances 
to craft carrying liquor to the Unit 
ed States. The measure has passed 
its second reading. 


It was in answer to the statement 


of Dr. R. J. Manion, Conservative 
from Fort William, Ont., that in 
agreeing to prohibit liquor clearances 
Canada had "entered into a one-sided 
bargain with the United States." He 
said Canada had given, something 
and should receive something in re 
turn. 


COVERS AIX ARTICLES 


Mr. King, replying, said: "We are 


now proceeding to get a treaty and 
we will see that it covers all articles 
of merchandise generally." 


He added that when Canada had 


cleaned up the clearance situation it 
would be in position to obtain better 
terms in an anti-smuggling treaty. 


Opposition members, - although ap- 


parently'in favor of the measure, 
made the debate an occasion for 
criticism of the g6vernment. 


S. C. Kobinson of West Essex, ex- 


pressed the opinion that the United 
States government was making only 
a half-hearted attempt to 
enforce 


prohibition and objected to Canada 
"being sworn in as an auxiliary po- 
lice force." 


C. H. Cahan, Conservative from 


St. Lawrence, suggested that 
the 


government had introduced the mea- 
sure under great pressure from the 
United States. 


Mr. King in reply, said: 
"It has to i".o solely withour own 


business and our own affairs. 
It 


will enable us to control our officials 
in such a manner as to prevent them 
from cooperating individually 
and 


directly with bootleggers and rum- 
runners. The rum-runners are most- 
ly Americans. If we are going to 
cooperate with any element in the 
United States, let ua cooperate with 
the respectable element."

"A city manager, because of his 


particular training, should be able to 
opeiate a city more efficiently than 
a major," Mr. Dagneau said. "If he 
does not come up to expectations, it 
is a simple matter to get rid of him. 
The council can discharge him by a 
majority -vote, and his duties termin- 
ate within :t month or so, or as soon 
as the time allowed lam by la-v to 
enter a request for a hearing ex- 
pires." 


The compaiathe permanency of a 


major was mentioned by Mr. Dag- 
neau as one of the. objections of the 
aldermanic plan. If a mayor proves 
unsatisfactory, he seldom is remov- 
ed from office until the next election, 
the speaker pointed out. Even then 
his defeat for re-election is not as- 
sured. A municipality may, of course, 
resort to a recall, but this seldom 
happens, Mr. Dagneau said. 


"Immediate action on. individual 


requests in another benefit of 
the 


city manager plan," Mr. Dagneau 
said. 


"Requests usually are made direct- 


ly to the city manager, and if he is 
on the job he will see that the re- 
quests are carried out immediately. 


"Compare this with the sluggish 


action of at common council. A resi- 
dent in one pa it of the city wahts a 
street repaired. He notifies his ald- 
erman of his desire, the alderman re- 
ports the matter at the next council 
meeting, and the question is referred 
to a committee.

Committees are lax, however, 


they allow the investigation to ride 
for several months, and in the end 
probably repoit without having made 
more than a most casual Inspection 
of the project."

ity of the people in that city would

The city has a new manager now, he 
is gi\mg the results the city expects 
of him, and the people have come 
to appieciate the advantages of this 
new plzm of government, the speaker 
] Dinted out. Mr. Dagneau was one 
of the leaders in the movement to 
ou«t the first manager. 


"TVe got rid of our first manager 


because he attempted to exceed his 
rights and because he had neither 
the tact nor the ability to get along 
with people," Mi-. Dagneau said. "He 
placed himself on a pedestal and ex- 
pected eveijbody else to bow down 
to him and tieat him as a supeiior. 
He even refused to see people

furs, Air. Dagneau explained.

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. DOHENY'S ACQUITTAL 


Edward L. Doheny has been acquit- 


ted of the charge of bribing Albert B. 
Fall to secure the valuable Elk Hills 
oil lease. A few months ago in the 
same court on the same evidence Fall 
was convicted of accepting a 
bribe 


from Doheny. Mr. Fall, the former sec- 
retary of interior, is a down-and-outer. 
Mr. Doheny still has his millions. Per- 
haps this explains the difference in the 
scales -of justice. 
If one is innocent 


both are innocent. If one is guilty both 
are .guilty. The facts are that both are 
guilty, at least the American people 
have long since judged them so and 
the evidence is ample. Many a man has 
been sent to the gallows' on far less 
evidence than exists in this case. 


Mr. Doheny can say that he wanted 


these leases'for patriotic purposes but 
the country knows better. He wanted 
them to make huge profits. 
Mr. 


Doheny can say that he made a loan to 
Mr." Fall purely as a personal favor 
when he delivered to him $100,000 in 
cold cash in a little black satchel, but 
no man with an ounce of sense believes 
for a moment that that was the real 
motive. The little black bag contained 
a bribe. Conspiracies of this sort are 
not handled by formal documents and 
•writing. Mr. Doheny did not say to 
Mr! Fall, (fl will bribe you with $100,- 
000 to execute these oil leases I de- 
sire." It is not done that way. It is 
done \he way Mr. Doheny and Mr. 
Fall did it. When the public found out 
that Fall had received a large sum of 
money, with a guilty conscience he 
stated he received it from another 
source. 


The whole transaction is rotten to 


the core and constitutes one of the 
worst exhibitions of official depravity 
and private dishonesty in the history 
of the nation. The supreme court of 
the United States in reviewing the evi- 


, dence so characterized it, and that ver- 


dict "\Yill stand against a thousand ver- 
dicts 
by incompetent mollycoddle 


juries. 
Doheny escapes the conse- 


quences of his acts because he had su- 
per-clever lawyers. 
They out-witted 


the government lawyers. They are the 
kind of lawyers Avhose services are es- 
pecially sought by clients who wish to 
get away with something, to evade the 
consequences of laws or to violate 
them and escape punishment. They are 
highly skilled attorneys, 
resourceful 


' 
and tireless in their energies and mcth- 


I ods. 


The verdict in the Doheny case is 


repugant to c\ cry sense of righteous- 
ness and decency, but it will have to 
stand as a whitewash of one oL 
the 


principals in a monumental 
scandal, 


the true character of which is not af- 
fected 6ne whit by the judgment of 
the jury. 


PARKER'S APPOINTMENT 


The public generally knows very 


little about Judge John J. Parker of 
North Carolina, who has been norm-* 
nated by President Hoover to the va- 
cancy iii the 
supreme court of the 


United States caused by the death of 
Mr. Justice Sanford. 
While he 
is 


highly regarded in the South he is not 
a man of national reputation. 
The 


principal facts concerning his career 
indicate that he is a jurist of excep- 
tional ability and of very fine char- 
acter. He is said to be neither a radical 
nor extreme conservative, but on the 
whole progressive in his economic, so- 
cial and political views. 


Judge Parker is one of the youngest 


men ever appointed to the 
supreme 


bench, being but 44 years old. Only 
one younger member has ever been ap- 
pointed and that was Associate Justice 
Story who was 32 at the time this hon- 
or was conferred upon him. John Jay, 
the first chief justice, was the 
same 


age as Justice Parker at the time he 
was appointed. We think the compara- 
tive youthfulness of the appointee is 
a matter for congratulation. Most'of 
the justices are well beyond the me- 
ridian of life and some of them are old 
men. 
Youth can be balanced and 


stabled and at the same tirfc invigo- 
rating and impelling. It is normally 
less reactionary than age, naturally 
progressive rather than conservative. 
There is a general feeling that the su- 
preme court needs ingredients of this 
nature. Judge Parker appears to meet 
the requirements to a satisfactory de- 
gree. 


It is said in Washington that the 


nomination will be approved with very 
little opposition. The Southern Demo- 
crats are expected to vote for him be- 
cause the appointment is a recognition 
of that section of the country and 
most of the Republicans will do so as 
a matter of course. It is possible the 
Independent group which opposed the 
return of Mr. Hughes to the supreme 
bench may fight this appointment also. 
They will scratch over Judge Parker's 
record from the time he was born in 
an effort to discover some ground of 
criticism and opposition. They will 
probably find that in a college debate 
or an interview some time in the past 
he has expressed an opinion with 
which they disagree. This would be 
sufficient to class him as a tory, a tool 
of wealth, a corporation servitor, or 
something of the sort. It will be rath- 
er surprising if this does not happen, 
for the main purpose of this group 
seems to be to take exception to any- 
thing and everything the 
president 


does.

U. S. IN SOUTH AMERICA 
It is a little difficult for simple- 


minded citizens to understand why a 
country so reluctant as 
the United 


States to mix in European affairs is, at 
the same time, so ready to mix in Lat- 
in-American affairs. 
Our government 


hesitates even to entangle itself in the 
promotion of peace in liuropc, but hes- 
itates almost not at all to send marines 
into any little Latin-American country 
lhat stirs up a revolution or threatens 
to do so. 


It is obvious that stable government 


in the little republics to the south is 


• desirable. It is obvious, too, that the 


rights of our citizens there should be 
protected. Still, one sometimes won- 
ders why it is all up to Uncle Sam.

There 
arc republics in South America not so 
small and helpless as Nicaragua, Haiti, 
Santo-Domingo. Why should not the 
larger republics help in the work o'f 
setting things right in the small ones? 
\Vhy should not the Pan-American 


• union'afford the proper machiiTery for 
more effective cooperation among all 
_the countries concerned;? 


GOLD SHORTAGE 


There is fear of a gold shortage. Sur- 


veys show that production has fallen 
since 1915, when the peak was reached, 
and there are no new sources of im- 
portance known to exist anywhere. 
There is a greater monetary demand 
for the metal since the Orient has been 
following the example of the Avestern 
trading nations and going on a gold 
basis. Gold is used commercially, too, 
and there is twice as much of it going 
into jewelry as there was 20 years ago. 


We needn't sit up worrying about 


it, though. 
If, as someone suggests, 


gold may be as scarce as platinum 50 
years from now, we shall probably get 
along just as well. We may even get 
along better. With all the new metal- 
lurgical discoveries, the industries will 
manage somehow. And if there isn't 
enough gold left to serve as a basis for 
our money, we may work out 
some 


"absolute standard of value'' 
which 


will not fluctuate the way gold does. 


That would be a great blessing. 


Many of our business ills come from 
the fact that we measure all our eco- 
nomic values by a standard—the gold 
dollar—\\hich itself fluctuates in value. 
It is as if we were using bushel bas- 
kets and yardsticks and pound weights 
which were continually changing.

Today's Anniversary 


ANNUNCIATION DAY 


On March 25, according to Biblical tradition, 


the ansel Gabriel announced to the Virgin Mary 
the incarnation of Christ. 
The earliest au- 


thentic evidence of the celebration of the feast 
of the Annunciation is In a canon of the Coun- 
cil of Toledo, Spain, held^in 656. 


For a long period this""day marked the begin- 


ning of the legal year in England, where it be- 
came known as Lady Day. In 1240 the Synod 
of Worcester forbade all servile work on that 
day, 
and the various provincial and diocesan 


councils in England confirmed the edict. 


Always highly observed in England, Lady Day 


has corne to have a fiscal as well as religious 
significance, for it la observed there as the first 
quarter of the year for rents and other payments. 


The paydays in England have been arbitrarily 


fixed on Lady Day. Midsummer Day. Michaelmas 
Day and Christmas because it is believed such 
important days are better reminders of duty to 
landlords than the 30th or 31st of the month 
would likely be.

FACES HARD JOB 


IN SOVIET RUSSIA 


Student of Veteran Diplo- 


mat, He Is Well Qualified^ 
for Task 


BY MILTON BBONNEB 


London—While the Roman Catho- 


lic Church Is being faced with new 
problems of diplomacy, among them 
tba task of dealing \\Ith anti-relig- 
ious Soviet Russia, a comparatively 
joung and newly-hatted Cardinal Is 
assuming the manifold duties of Pa- 
pal Secretary of State. 


But Eugeruo Pacelll, the son of a 


prominent Vatican lawyer, is by no 
means untried in the conduct of Pa- 
pal affairs. He spent many years in 
Germany engaged 
in diplomatic 


•work. By way, of contrast, Pietro 
Cardinal Gasparri, the man. he has 
succeeded, began life as a humble 
peasant lad. But he, too, \voiked 
abroad for years, twenty of them 
Saving been spent in France. 


Thus does the church emphasize 


its democracy 
and international 


character 
by recognizing 
talent 


wherever it Is to be found. There Tvill 
be no change in the foreign policy of 
the Vatican, for Pacelli was "the 
most-loved pupil" of Secretary-em- 
eritus Gasparri and will continue the 
work begun by his predecessor. Nor, 
he has indicated, \vill there be any 
changes in the staff of the Secretari- 
at chosen by Gasparri. 


SUCCEEDS VETERAN 


Cardinal Pacelli, regardless of his 


expert training and extensive experi- 
ence, might well be d* ,mayed by the 
record of the veteran whom he suc- 
ceeds. For Gasparn will undoubted- 
ly rank as one of the greatest diplo- 
mats the Vatican ever has produced. 
He first came into world-fame In his 
church by Ihs gigantic task of codi- 
fying its canon law. This work, be- 
gun more than fifteen years ago, has 
just been finished. 


Kow in the evening- of his life—for 


Gasparri is 77—living In a modest 
little palace overlooking Rome, giv- 
en Tiim by Pope Pius XI, Cardinal 
Gasparri expects to finish another 
big job—that of codifying tho laws 
of the church in the Orient. 


It was in October, 
1914, a few 


months after the beginning of the 
World War, that Pope Benedict XV 
called Cardinal Gasparri to be Secre- 
tary of State, 
and thus "lave sir 


preme charge of all the church's 
foreign affairs. 
It was, some said, 


the most ticklish and difficult job in 
the world. The church, claiming to 
be International, v.s.3, nevertheless, 
clamorously besieged by both the 
Central Powers.'and the Allies to de 
clare the justice of their respective 
contentions. Gasparri at once laid 
down this principle: 


"The Pope can make no difference 


between the various warring pow- 
ers." 


DISMISSED PROPAGANDA 


- He stuck to this so closely that 
General Ludendorff, In charge of the 
German armies, thundered against 
the "French Pope" and Clemen ^e 
on his side, -spoke 
of the 
"Boche 


Pope." 


"While dismissing the propaganda 


of both sides, Gasparri did not hesi- 
tate to call the 
German 
army's

His job became even more 
precarious when Italy entered the 
war on the side of the Allies. 


The seat of the Vatican was In 


Rome, and Rome was in Italian ter- 
ritory. But to the Vatican came pre- 
lates from the Central Powers, with 
which Italy was at war. 
Finally, 


these men were forbidden to come 
nearer than Lugano in Switzerland. 


Before Italy went into the war, it 


was known the Germans threatened 
that if she sided 
with the Allies, 


the Central Powers, after they were 
victorious, would see to it that a Pa- 
pal State was once- more erected. 
But Gasparri, after 
Italy went to 


war, made the clever 
announce- 


ment that as the Vatican was neu- 
tral, It would 
make no difficulties 


for the- Italian state. Th© Vatican 
would leave the question of a Papal 
State to God's own good time and 
not depend upon the weapons of out- 
side nations. 


Th© seed thus sown bore fruit last 


year when Gasparri and Mussolini 
signed the Lateran pacta whereby 
the Vatican Stateywas created and 
Italy recognized tne Pope as a tem- 
poral as well as a spiritual monarch. 


To Gasparri thus came the honor 


of not only leading the Vatican pol- 
icies in safety through the great- 
est -war of all times, but of settling 
a dispute with Italy which had last- 
ed for 60 years and which seemed 
insoluble. And 65 years ago the man 
who accomplished these things was 
the son of peasant folk in Ussita and 
spent the days herding goats. 


Cardinal Pacelll, 
who succeeds 


him, is only 64, was born In Rome 
and comes of a family which had 
many connections with the Vatican. 
His father was dean of the consls- 
torial advocates. 
His brother was 


prominent In the negotiations lead- 
ing to the Lateran treaties and Is 
now a Marquis of the Vatican fatate. 


Ordained priest in 1899, Pacelli al- 


most at once entered a diplomatic 


career by being named to the- Sac- 
red Congregational 
Extraordinary 


Ecclesiastical Affairs. He thus came 
under the notice of Cardinal Gas- 
parri. In 1914 he was made Secre- 
tary of the Congregation and also 
collaborated with Gasparri In the 
codification of canon law. 


In 1917 he was sent as Papal Nun- 


cio to Munich. He conveyed the Pa- 
pal Peace Note to Kaiser Wilhelm 
II. After the collapse of the Central 
Powers, he remained In Munich at 
considerable risk to himself during 
the Bolshevik 
government 
there 


The Vatican finally ordered him to 
withdraw and he went to Switzer- 
land. Later he returned to Germany 
and in 1919 concluded a new concor- 
dat between the Holy See and Ba- 
varia. 
In 1920 ha was named first Papal 


Nuncio to Berlin and accomplished 
an even bigger job by concluding a 
concordat between the Holy See and 
Prussia. These two big diplomatic 
successes marked hlir> out for high 
honors. When he was recently re' 
called and, only three months ago, 
made a cardinal. 
It was generally 


believed he would succeed Gasparri, 
whose pupil and friend he had been 
for years.

ing methods of distribution day by 
day. This is made evident by activ- 
ity at the patent office and reports 
to the department of commerce. 


The move is especially evident In 


the refinement and invention of au- 
tomatic vending machines. The dis- 
tribution of food is the line affected 
most so far. As yet the new ma- 
chinery ia only partially in opera- 
tion, but merchants in food lines see 
the handwriting on the wall and are 
exuberent or alarmed according to 
their own methods and policies. 


Vending machine manufacturers 


and distributors who use such equip- 
ment are paying especial attention 
to the partment house as a/unit of 
trade. 
The growth of the size and 


number of apartment houses and the 
increase in their inhabitants 
have 


made them available centers for food 
distribution, especially for purchases 
which have come to be listed tinder 
the head of "emergency shopping." 


From, machines located in apart- 


ment hou'ses, bread, milk, ice cream, 
meat, fish, canned goods and other 
package merchandise can 
be dis- 


tributed. 
The field also extends to 


simple drugs, toilet preparations, 
razor blades, bottled beverages and 
even ice cream soda. The handling 
of perishables has been made pos- 
sible through new methods of -re- 
frigeration, and the quick freezing 
process which has 
given 
a. new 


stimulus to the sale 
of package 


foods. 


SOME FEAR RESULT 


It is claimed by many merchants 
that this will have a decidedly dis- 
astrous effect on the neighborhood 
grocer and drug store proprietor and 
on the delicatessen store. 
On the 


other hand, many such Independents 
are already stressing "the personal 
equation" B.S a. method of holding 
trade. They feel that personal con- 
tract la the one thing the machines 
cannot sell 'and that the user of 
vending machines cannot make a 
complaint and get an adjustment as 
is possible at a retail st'bre. 


There seems little doubt that the 


customers are centrally 
located in 


apartment houses. These dwellings 
house from 60 to as many persona as 
are Included in a. moderate sized vil- 
lage. ' 


The maliers of vending machines 


in most cases plan to sell or rent 
the machines 
to 
operating com- 


panies, but many are preparing to 
manufacture themselves the pro- 
ducts to fill tneir own machines. 
Manufacturers are also giving much 
attention to the development of coin 
operated, electrically controlled pho 
nographs and radio sets, the latter 
on insertion of a coin giving a se- 
lection of station for- a given period. 
Some progress also is reported to- 
ward adopting domestic electrical 
equipment such as washing 
ma- 


chines to coin operation. 


The two things which are holding 


back the development of this kind 
of distribution is the- difficulty 
of 


keeping slugs out of the clots and 
difficulty presented by the necessity 
of changing the denomination of the 
coins in machines, vending goods 
with variable 
prices. 
Adjustable 


coin chutes are now in course of de- 
clelopment. A slug detector has been 
perfected but its use, it is said at 
government departments, has been 
restricted somewhat by its 
high 
price. 


Merchants also see possibilities in 


the establishment 
of machines in 


factories and office buildings where 
large numbers of workers are em- 
ployed. 
There the business would 


be confined to luncheon and con- 
fectionary specialties.

Hollywood, Calif. — There has not 


been a woman prisoner in the cells 
of the hollywood police station in 
the past 20 years, and it looks as if 
there would not be in the next 20. 
Realization of this fact comes with 
the removal of the Hollywood police 
department into their elegant new 
hoosegow, a cheery building which 
somewhat resembles the Xetv York 
public library gone slight Spanish. 


The new bastile has wide stair- 


ways, sunny cells, drinking foun- 
tains, coruscant corridors, and & re- 
sounding echo that makes it almost 
impossible to hear a message over 
the shiny French telephones. It has 
practically everything, indeed, 
ex- 


cept the womanly influence. Holly- 
wood, a town more under the fem- 
inine sway than any other place in 
the world except Paris, possesses 
just this one spot where femininity 
no matter how swaying is forbidden 
to intrude. 


In Hollywood, which 
ia a thor- 


oughly up-to-date town, lots of la- 
dies get arrested. About one In five 
of the motorists detained for driving 
while of joie de vivre is feminine 
and women form about the same 
proportion of people detained 
for 


petty theft. And plenty of ladies- go 
to jail from Hollywood, but by ar- 
rangement with 
the Los Angeles 


central police station, they all go 
the way from the film center to the 
county jail in the heart of Los An- 
geles—a long, and frequently rough 
trip. 


Many arrested 
women, 
among 


them some taxpayers, have sharply 
inquired why they should go to jail 


from Hollywood instead of in It. The 
county jail is a nice jail, as places 
of detention so, but not to be com- 
pared with the lovely new hoose- 
gow of Hollywood, which, accom- 
modating a potential 145 prisoners, 
has more cell than office cpace. As 
a matter of fact, in building their 
estimable coop, the authorities eeem 
to have used up the whole available 
appropriation. Xot only in there no 
police matron, but there seems to be 
no salary for her if she were ap- 
pointed, and, according to law if you 
haven't a police matron you can't 
have a lady prisoner. 


At that, from the masculine view- 


point, the situation has its compens- 
ations. The jail remains the single 
spot in Hollywood where a mere 
man can get away from it all and 
loll around in his shirtsleeves.

Press 
Chicago —(CPA)— There Is mys- 
tery in one local situation 
which 


some officials feel might yield profit 
should a solution of it be sought by 
the WIckersham commission on law 
enforcement. 


This mystery grows from the fact 


that agents of the internal revenue 
department are able to find evidence 
of rather huge profits gleaned by 
big shots In the 
bootleg 
world, 


while agents of the prohibition en- 
forcement unit are unable apparent- 
ly to find the liquor that makes the 
profit. 


Strange as it may seem, nearly 


all of the federal fire at the Jprds 
of the underworld In the 
Chicago 
area, comes from the income tax bu- 
reau operating through the agents 
of the TJ. S. district attorney's office. 


Last among the alleged Income tax 


evaders ia Frank Nitti, chief justice 
and treasurer of the Capone under- 
world organization. Agents were 
able to find in just one bank, records 
of transactions totalling $732,887.81 
for the year 1925. 
1926 and 1927. 


They figure that ifae total income 
must have run into the millions, in- 
asmuch as the shrewd efforts to cov- 
er up banking transactions yielded 
only these few entries. 


Capone, who heads the organiza- 


tion for which Nitti works, gives In- 
terviews under his own name, tell- 
ing that he is In the liquor business, 
but he manages to keep from run- 
ning afoul the prohibition laws. 


Similarly, Frankie Lake and Terry 


Druggan, two big brewers of the 
post-prohibition days have had most 
of their trouble from the Income tax 
sleuths and only incidental differ- 
ences with the prohibltio . depart- 
ment. 


Ralph (Bottles) Capone, brother of 


Scarface Al Capone, Is one more of 
the crew which has to face charges 
growing out of alleged Income tax 
evasion. He hasn't been touched for 
prohition law violation. 
Even Al 


himself Is to be called upon next 
month to explain his income- tax re- 
turns. And the government Intimat- 
es that others of the liquor gangs 
are to be In trouble. 


Druggan and Lake entered the in- 


genious defense to the income tax 
charges, that the money they had 
made was made illegally and conse- 
quently was not taxable. The dls 
trict attorney did not feel that this 
defense would hold water and some 
of the Druggan-Lake" property—In- 
cluding a brewery—went under the 
hammer. 


The bootlegging ring has devised 


a number of ways to keep income 
covered up. Money Is kept In cash 
No regular accounts are maintained 
at the banks, with the only evidence 
coming the use they had made of 
banks %s collection agencies. The in

why the prohibition agents seem un 
able to locate the liquor if income 
tax Investigators can find hundreds 
of thousands of dollars in profits 
from the sale of this liquor.

RADIO REGULATION 


Controversy May Find Way 


Into Supreme Court of 
Country

Washington—State versus federal 


rights in the regulation of radio $s 
provoking: a controversy which may 
find its way to the supreme court. 


Paralleling the recent action of 


Xew Jersey in setting up a "state" 
radio commission, Governor Fred W. 
Green, of Michigan, In open defiance 
of'the law of the federal congress, 
declares he -will proceed -with the 
building of a police radio station in 
his state, and operate it, If the com- 
mission does not grant a license. The 
case is unprecedented, but involves a 
ssrioua question of law, which the 
commission believes clear cut. 


The radio law -was enacted, accord- 


ing to Chairman 
Charles 
McK. 


Saltzman of the commission on the 
theory that radio is Interstate com- 
merce. As such it Is subject to fed- 
eral regulation, 
like the railroads 


and telegraph companies, he- con- 
tends. 


Arguments have been presented 


that states have sovereign, rights 
and that a station, 
whether it be 


broadcasting, 
of 
communication, 


•when not heard outside the state, is 
purely intrastate in character and 
therefore not subject to federal regu- 
lation. 


But engineers and lawyers con- 


tend {hat radio waves recognize no 
state or international boundaries. A 
radio signal, while it might not be 
audible outside the state lines, be- 
cause of the low power used, Is cap- 
able of creating 
interference with 


other radio outside the state. It is a 
scientific fact that the Interference 
range of a station 
is many times 


.greater than the audible range, in- 
creasing as the power is speeded up. 


CASE IS PECULIAR 


The Michigan case is a peculiar 


one. The state applied for a permit 
to build a new station at Lansing to 
operate on a. the continental short 
wave channel of 2,416 kilocycles in a 
state-wide crime detection and crim- 
inal service. 
Full time 
operation 


with 5,000 watts power was asked 
for the transmitter which would be 
operated by the state public safety 
department. 


The commission, because of the 


novel nature of the Explication, des- 
ignated it for a public hearing, to be 
held in Washington on May 15. Its 
engineers recommended the hearing 
because it would be in the nature of 
a new service, and because 
of the 


high order of power demanded. This 
•would mean that 
the state would 


have to bo accorded an exclusive 
channel for Its service whereas the 
commission has made- specific provi- 
sion for the "doubling up" of numer- 
ous municipal police radio stations 
on the three channels 
it has set 


aside such services. Moreover, the 
commission plan is worked out on 
the basis of purely 
local services 


within cities, and not statewide sys- 
tems. 


If Michigan should be given an 


exclusive channel, it would dpen the 
way for the 47 other 
states to de- 


mand similar treatment. There are 
not sufficient frequencies available 
to be devoted to state police services, 
according to the commission. 


Should Governor Green carry out 


his threat, it will bring to the fore a 
case that is bound 
to go to the 


courts. There is a penal provision in 
the law involving 
violations, but 


whether the commission can Impose 
them against a state or a state of- 
ficial is not clearly indicated.

And Reseed Bare Spots 


Help your lawn In the beginning: 


by weeding it until it becomes thick 
enough to crowd out the weeds. If 
you find bare spots throw on more 
seed and keep 
the grass coming:— 


this Is the best insurance against 
weeds. 


Reseed the lawn liberally at least 


the first season or two after It has 
been started. Reseed until you have 
established a good thick turf. Condi- 
tions are not all equally 
favorable 


and some retard growth. Tour lawn 
may easily be kept looking? Its best 
If It Is given a light reseedlng every 
year. 
It Is difficult, 
however, to 


bring It back to Its original beauty 
if It has been neglected for several 
years. 


The lawn should be mowed when 


the new grass la about three or four 
Inches high. 
After that mow 
the 


lawn regularly, keeping it mowed to 
a height of twn Inches. The grass 
should be cut frequently enough so 
that the clippings are short and 
may be left on the lawn. These clip- 
pings will dry up and settle around 
the roots where they will decay and 
form valuable humus. 
Long clip- 


pings should be raked off, for they 
will smother the grass if allowed to 
remain on the lawn. Particular care 
should be taken not to leave long 
clippings on the lawn in wet weath- 
er. Do not cut the grass too short in 
hot weather as it will burn too eas- 
ily. 


Rolling the lawn will pack the soil 


around the roots. 
Tills should he 


done in spring as soon as it is com 
paratively dry. An occasional rolling 
during the spring is-permissible, 
the roller should be used with great 
care. The roller should be heavy 
enough so that the footprints do not 
show after rolling^ Sandy soil needs 
all the compacting" it can get, so it 
may be rolled much more frequently 
than a clay or a clayey loam. Rolling 
on clay soils causes packing, subse 
quent baking and cracking. Do not 
roll the lawn when soil is wet as 
a crust is liable to form, especially 
if the soil is more or less heavy.

Athletic association, telegrams ex- 
pressing sorrow and paying tribute 
to his ability as an athlete and his 
fairness as an official and sports 
uriter, began to arrive at the Chi- 
cago Tribune, where for more than 
20 years,' he had been boxing and 
football expert. 


Kvery telegram recalled some in- 


stance of his fame as a football play- 
er back in the daye when it was 
"three downs for five yards" and the 
forward pass had yet to become a 
feature of the game. Fielding H. 
Yost, of the University of Michigan 
remembered "Eckie's" 
play which 


caused the Wolverines first defeat in 
five years. During the 1905 season 
and George Huff recalled his great 
performances against Illinois. 


Harry Kipke, Michigan's 
young 


head football coach, who plajed in 
games In which Eckersall officiated, 
characterized him the best official In 
the country and the coaching staff 
of the T niversity of Wisconsin, sent 
its deepest sympathy upon learning 
of the death of an official It once 
barred from its field, but later cor- 
dially'invited to return to work some 
of its games. 


While his fame as a field general, 


kicker and runner, outshone his oth- 
er achievements of a college athlete, 
Eckersall made enviable records in 
track, baseball and skating. He was 
a member of Cap Anson's Colts, play- 
ing third base and shortstop and 
several times equalled nine and four- 
fifths seconds in the 100-yard dash. 


As a football official he ruthlessly 


inflicted penalties for flagrant fouls, 
but was slow to declare penalties of 
technicalities without warning. 


His last-active work, was handling 


the Golden Gloves amateur boxing 
tournament last week, a task done 
while he was 111 enough to have re- 
main In bed.

In every boy scout camp were dis- 
cussed last week at a, meeting1 of 110 
"Wisconsin 
and 
northern 
Illinois 


scout leaders in Milwaukee. Numer- 
ous national scout camp leaders at- 
tended the meeting. 
M. G. Clark, 


valley council executive, was a dele- 
gate from Fox river valley cities. 


Walter MacPeek, educational direc- 


tor of Mllwaukee-co council of boys 
scouts, was the principal speaker. 
In discussing the objectives of boys 
scout camps he said: 


"The day of hit or miss camping 


has long since gone, and the well 
planned scout camp today has defi- 
nite objectives in the field of en- 
riching boy life. It has objectives of 
providing a boy with new skills, in- 
creased physical ability, but most 
important 
of all, enriched 
and 


strengthened character qualities—in 
some cases consciously attempting to 
replace unfortunate conduct traits 
with desirable ones. 


"We are considering today 
the 


character influencing opportunities 
that present themselves 
in 
scout 


camps. We should often ask our- 
selves, "Just what are our objectives 
in terms of enriching boy life, in* 
fluencing that group of characteris 
tics which make up character, and 
strengthening the boys outlook and 
outreach, for higher values in life'" 
Strong character, responsible citizen- 
ship, physical fitness, those are our 
hopes for the scouts whose lives we 
try to enrich. But character blends 
into citizenship and good citizenship 
grows out of a foundation of charac- 
ter. They all blend into one aim, the 
preparing of a boy to fully meet 
life. 


"In our camp program we have a 


period set aside for swimming, for 
eating, for nature study, for worship, 
for hikes. But character influencing 
cannot be carried on in a special per- 
iod at a scheduled time or in a place 
especially dedicated to that purpose 
Character enrichment opportunities 
permeate our entire program, are 
woven into every hike, every period 
in the handicraft shop, every camp 
fire, and rest hour.

We are more concerned in giving a

"That a boy is reading may be of

'Originality, creativeness,
